TWO MEN FACE CHARGES AT 


KOWLOON MAGISTRACY. 


“An armed robbery committed 
last month ‘had a sequel at the 
Kowloon Mayistracy yesterday 


Fafternoon when two Chinese ap- 


peared before Mr. T. S. Whyte 
Smith on charges of partleipation 
In- the affair. 

Detective {napector Fallon 
conducted the case for the Crown 
and ‘in detailing the facts of. the 
case. to his Worship snid ‘that 
the ‘second floor of ‘No, 60 
Laichikok | Road, where , the 
defendants. were alleged to ‘have 
committed the robbery, with three 
others, waa occupied by a Chinese 
doctor’ and his family. 

On March 18, ‘a woman’ in 
answer to a notice posted at the 
foot of the stairs lending to the 
house, applied to the doctor to 
rent a cubicle which wns vacant. 
Negotiations having , been con- 
eluded the woman went juto oc- 
cupation on - March 20. Some 
days Jater she was joincd by a 
man whom shes introduced as her 
husband, . 


There was yoitiing out of the 
ordinary until March.26, when the 
woman went, out, saying: that she 
Was going to the thertre, and 
failed to return for the ulght. 
The, husband, however, had re- 
mained on the floor and had slept 
In the cubicle, 


Shortly after 8 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning someone knocked 
at the door and a voice was heard 
to enquire for Sin Wah, the new 
tenant. The-door was opened 
and. a man, who according to the 
witnesses, was the first defendant, 
entered the floor. He went into’ 
the hired cubicle and was engag- 
ed In conversation with Sin Wah 
for nearly an hour when another 
knock was ienrd. 


There was the same request 
for Sin Wah ‘and on the door be- 
Ing opened three other men were 
admitted, These, the tenant. told 
the other occupunts of the floor, 
were his folis, The entire: party 
then went into the cubicle but 
were not there for more than five 
minutés when they emerged and 
produced two revolvers and two 
daggers with avhich they proceed- 
éd to hold ap the ‘inmates of the 
floor. 


Evidence would be vet that 
the first’ defendant was armed 
with a daggogand actually stabb- 
ed the doctor ‘during a atruggle 
‘vhich ensued, Meeting with op- 
position from tha docter the men 
abandoned their attempt and ran 
away... They were chased by two 
hoys but mahaged to escape. * 

In April certain Information 
wag received by, the Police and 
the first defendant waa arrested 
In Yu Chau Street, Shamshufpo, 
while the second defendant was 
arrested In Kremer Streel,.
